_Kimberley, Tuesday morning, Nov. 7th, 
via Cape Town, Friday, Nov. 10th: The 
Boers are now throwing shells at the 
reserve railway and waterworks. The 
weather is fine. 

There ie no doubt that the bombardment 
of Ladysmith has increased in intensity 
during the last few days ; and though all 
m s from there speak of the confidenee 
of the defenders a load of anxiety will be re- 
moved from the ceuntry when communica- 
— the beleaguered town is estab- 
ished. 


Lorenzo Marquez, Delegoa Bay, Nov. 9th : 
Father Mathes, who has arrived here from 
Pretoria, says with reference to the sur- 
render of the Irish Fusiliers and Gloucester- 
shires: Soon after 12 o’clock noon, there 
was a generalcry ‘‘cease firing.” but cur 
fellows would not step firing. Major Adye 
came up and confirmed the order and then 
the bugle sounded cease fire. In our 
locality there was a rumor that the white 
flag was raised by a young officer who 
Bhought bis batch of ten men were the sole 

vivors, but we numbered 800, all alive, 
ring started with perhaps 1,000. 
hink many of the battery men escaped. 
“Uur officers and men were furious at the 
surrender. The Boers did not seem to be 
in great numbers on the spot; but I heard 
that the main body had galloped off. Our 
men had to give up their arms and the 
officers were seni to Commandant Steene- 
kamp. 


WuinniPEc, Nov. 15th. 
Reports received at Cape Town from 
Ladysmith say that heavy cannonading 
started at day break and that some of the 
Boer forces were within 1,500 yards of the 
British when-cannonading ceased and rifle 
fire commenced. To successfully advance 
so close to Ladysmith, it is pointed out, 
that the Boers must have been most active 
in entrenching, and the nearness of the 
besieging lines it is added, iudicates their 
readineses for an assault which there is a 
disposition in military circles to believe the 
Boers were nob williag to undertake, 
A Paris paper gleefully announces the 
fall and capture of Ladysmith bet reports 
from this source no longer cause even a 
ripple of excitement, nevertheless there 
will be considerable anxiety here until the 
war office has some independent version and 
the latest developments at Ladysmith are 
known. 
Fully twenty thousand British troops 
have arrived at Cape Town and some at 
Durban. 
Wrnvirse, Nov. 17th. 
After his failure to rush Mafeking, Com- 
mander Cronje had recourse to the tactics 
employed during the siege of Pratchefstrom 
in 1881, by making advances to the town 
by succession of trenches. Such move had 
been anticipated by the British and for that 
reason they had parties to worry the Beers 
incessantly by night attacks. ‘These tactics 
the enemy disliked and contented them- 
selves by daily shell fire which exposed 
them to little personal risk. Then Col. 
Powell played a trump card by sending 
Capt. Fitzclarence’s party to worry the 
occupants of the trenches. The little force 
stole out silently in the darkness, no shot 
being fired, and men with fixed baycnets, 
creeping rather than walking along _and 
gradually approached chief Boer position 
near race course, then closed in. There 
was ashrill screech. It was Fitzclarence’s 
whistle and signal for the onslaught. A 
ringing British cheer, which the listeners 
back in camp caught up, was the only reply 
as the party dashed into the trenches. 
There was a fearful struggle, the attacking 
forces catching and bayoneting the Boers 
under the tarpaulins where they crouched 
crying for mercy. At leasc fifty bayonets 
got to work, and the havoc which they 
wrought was terrible. for just a moment 
there was no return fire, then @ perfect 
hailstorm of bullets poured from the 
trenches to the rear. Again the whistle 
sounded. This time it was ‘‘ cease fire and 
scatter homeward.” The British forces 
scattered, creeping back under furious fire 
in the darkness.

NAVIGATION OF PEACE RIVER. 

The Ashcroft Mining Journal of a 
recent issue has an article pointing out 
the desirability of large provincial 
expenditures in the work of roadmak- 
ing from Quesnelle to the Omenica 
mines, which are now in process of 
development by extensive hydraulic 
works. If the two stretches of navi- 
gation on Peace River; below and 
above the Rocky Mountain portage, 
were utilized by steamers the best 
route for the transport of freight into 
the Omenica district would be by way 
of Edmonton. There is an opening 
here for enterprisiag men of moderate 
capital, which is well worthy of notice. 
There is no question as to the navig- 
ability of the Peace River nor of the 
business to be done in the Omenica 
mines. The development of these 
mines has been held back for years 
by the inadequate means for bringing 
in the heavy piping and machinery 
required. A steamboat on the Peace 
above the Rocky Mountain portage 
could land freight within 50 miles of 
Manson Creek, the scene of the prin- | 
cipal hydraulicing operations. Besides 
the established value of the Omenica 
region, whose development must keep

tion facilities, there is the undeveloped 
region of the Finlay and its branches, 
including the mica depesits located by 
Dr. Nichoils and the gold quartz 
propositions on Mount Selwyn, at the 
junction of the Finlay and Parsnip.

THE WAR. 

It was a month on Saturday last 
since President Kruger’s vain-glorious 
ultimatum was issued, and it is now 
a full month since the invasion of 
In the light of 
subsequent events it is clear that the 
Boers had full confidence in 
ability to drive the British, if not out of 
South Africa, at least from Natal and 


Natal commenced. 


their 


Bechunaland. This was not a war of 
independence but of conquest. The fair 
province of Natal was their chief 
object of attack. Natal lies between 
the two republics and the coast. It is 
fertile and wealthy and British. It 
has a splendid seaport, from which 


there is railway ccmmunication 
to the centre of both republics. The 
conquest of Natal would mean the 
establishment of the joint republic 


among the recognized powers of the 

world, it would give them all the con- 

veniences of national life, and in- 

cidentally the speculation would pay 

in the spoils of the Egyptians—that is 

the British colonists of Natal. Even 

should the republics be finally worsted | 
in their war with the empire, if they 

had once conquered Natal they might 

reasonably expect that the sympathy 

of Europe, which was given to them 

out of hatred of Britain would ensure 

their being allowed to hold it in the 

final settlement. This accounts for 

both republics concentrating their 

strength upon Natal right from the 
start, when it might have been used 

to certainly capture Kimberley and 
Mafeking. And as they received one 
check afteranother they kept withdraw- 
ing their forces from other directions 
in a desperate effort to achieve their 
original purpose by 
force. 

However the fortunes of war may 
vary during the rest of the struggle, 
or however it may be prolonged, the 
dream of the conquest of Natal can- 
not now become a reality, and the 
great object for which war was de- 
clared has already passed out of reach, 
thanks to the valor of British troops, 
including the Natal volunteers, who 
at first glance might seem to have 
been uselessly lavishing their lives in 
fighting what to them had to be in 
the end a losing batile. The repeated 
checks received by the Boers at the 
umerous battles from Glencoe to 

smith, although they did not 


overwhelming

prevent the British from the necessity 
of retreat, or from being surrounded 
in Ladysmith, compelled the Boers to 
increase their force there by with- 
drawing from other threatezed and 
weaker points. Now it would seem 
that having concentrated their forces 
for the complete investment of Lady- 
smith they are in the unenviable 
position of a man who has a tiger by 
the tail and does not know whether to 
hold on or let go. If they hold on at 
Ladysmith their country will be 
invaded by way of Kimberley, and if 
they let goat Ladysmith they will 
simply turn loose another army to 
help to over run their country. 

They must capture Ladysmith with- 
in a few day now or the finish of the 
two republics is in sight, :Another 
instance (to quote from Mark Twain) 
of che man who tried to do too much 
—and did it. 

It is acknowledged on ali hands that 
the Boer plans were excellent, that 
their strategy was good, that their 
fighting qualities were excellent, and 
that their force was overwhelming, 
Theoretically they had the British 
beaten from the start. They can 
console themselves with the thought 
that they are not the first people who: 
had the British beaten by all the rules 
of war and strategy, but who found by 
sad experience that the British were 
an exception to the rule. 


Some little time ago the BULLETIN 
suggested that from the style of argu- 
ment used by the Regina Leader that 
paper must think it was published for 
Doukhobors. The Leader replies: 
“The mere fact that Mr. Oliver does 
not like the Doukhobors does not 
make it right for him to misrepresent 
them.” On the evidence of the 
Leader it does appear that this is 
one of the few occasions on which an 
apology is due from the BULLETIN; 
and it is hereby tendered to the people 
whose peace loving policy was the 
foundation of the BuLuerry’s allusion. 
The BuLetin is sincerely sorry that 
it should have slandered the Doukho- 
bors by seeming to suggest that even 


they could swallow the Leader’s 


arguments.

BACK FROM ATLIN. 

W. Leslie Foote, formerly teller in 
the Imperial bank here, returned from 
Mr. 
Foote resigned his position in the 
bank here in April last and, with N. 
G. Flater, also of Edmonton, left for 
the new gold fields at Atlin lake. 
Some of their adventures by flood and 
field have already appeared in the 
BULLETIN, in letters which Mr. Foote 
sent back to friends. They reached 
the new city of Atlin on the 12th of 
May, being among the last of the 
prospectors to cross the lake on the 
ice. The town then had a population 
cf 4,000 or 5,000. Thetrip in occu- 
pied twenty-five days from Edmonton. 
With improved facilities for travel it 
can now be made in saven. On arriv- 
ing at Atlin Mesers. Foote and Flater 
spent two months prospecting around 
the lake, but without striking any- 
thing. Moose flies and snow mos- 
quitos made life a misery. Grouse 
and ptarmigan were plentiful, and 
shooting was excellent. The climate 
also was very enjoyable, the summer be- 
ingdry and warm. As a mining camp 
Atlin is turning out very well though, 
like Dawson, the richest deposits seem 
to be accumulated on a few creeks, 
probably the richest being Wright 
creek. The estimated output this 
year is from one to two million, and 
the actual output would have been 
undoubtedly larger had it not been for 
the numerous disputez regarding 
titles, which delayed development. 
The ground is peculiarly adapted 
to hydraulicing and a number of com- 
panies have put in machiuery and are 
purchasing claims and working others 
on percentage. The gold is found in 
large nuggets, and grades as high or 
higher than the Dawson gold. Mr. 
Foote brougkt back some samples, 
among them being nuggets as large 
as small marbles. While there he 
secured four claims, two on Wright 
and two on Pine Creek, and from one 
of these he brought samples of coarse 
gold in chunks the size of duck shot, 
picked up by him at bed rock. A 
number of good quartz locations have 
also been discovered throughout the 
district, copper and gold having been 
found in a number of places. At 
White Horse the Standard Oil Co. is 
investing in claims. At Golden Gate, 
25 or 30 miles from Atlin, there is 
alsoa valuable gold quartz lead. The 
ledge is three miles long and fairiy 
high grade, and in some places through 
it there are stringers which :un from 
$5,000 to $12,000 per ton. These, 
however, are merely pockets. 

In August Flater, with an old 
prospector, left tor Ketchikan, below 
Wrangel. They intended prospecting 
Prince of Wales’ island. 

Fred Taylor was met in Bennett on 
Sept. 15th. Other ex-Edmontonites 
met with were Jos. Hetu, Constable 
Harding, N. W. M. P., formerly 
stationed at Edmonton but now of 
the police detachment on the snmmit, 
and StaffSergt. Graham, stationed at 
Tagish, and who has gone east for the 
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winter. Fenwick Bros., who went in 
on the overland trail, came out at 
Ailin where they are working a “ lay” 
owned by Capt. Cadell, who also went 
in by the Edmonton trail. 

Mr. Foote leaves in a couple of 
weeks for England where he will 
spend the winter. He intends retura- 
ing in the spring and will either have 
his claims worked by one of the 
hydraulicing companies, or will return 
to Atlin to look after them personally.

=: On the tariff we have been told that 
wa did not fulfill our promises. Our 
tariff platform was laid down at a con- 
vention held in Ottawa in 1893. We 
decided to revise the tariff so as to re- 
duce taxation, and secondly, to pro- 
mote domestic and foreign trade with 
Great Britain and the United States. 


To show whether we have fulfilled our j; 


promises and revised the tariff I would 
guote the figures of Mr Foster, the 
chief lieutenant of the opposition. Mr. 
ae Foster admits a reduction of 10 per 
cent over. what it was in 1896—a most 
substantial reduction according to his 
own statement. If the tariff had been 
the same last year as it was in 1896 
the tax would have been five million 
more than it was. There has never 
been a time in the history of Canada 
when ro many factories were increas- 
ing their works. We have increased 
both the domestic and foreign trade. 
In the last three years the foreign 
trade of Canada has increased eight 
raillion as against sixty miilion in 
eighteen years. With Great Britain 
the trade of Canada increased between 
1878 and 1896—eighteen years of con- 
servative rule—$16,297,000, or less 
than $1,960,000 per annum. In the 
last three years the trade of Canada 
with Great Britain has increased by 
over $36,000,000 or $12,600,000 per 
annum as against the other, Our 
exports in apples, dairy produce, ete., 
are increasing. The minister then

Then there was the question of lands 
held by railway companies being 
exempt from taxation. This will have 
to be settled by the courts. It can 
only be decided by a school district 
taxing the land, and I am willing, as 
minister of interior, to recommend 
that the government pay the costs 
that any school district should incur. 
Onthe construction of the Crow’s 
Nest Pass railway we had a look into 
the rates on the C. & E. and had 
them reduced as a result of which you 
have done _a good trade with the 
Kootenay. We got a reduction on 
incoming freight rates in 1899 of 
$850,000. That is, if they had charg- 
ed the same rate this year the railway 
company would have received $850,- 
000 more than they did receive. Not 
only did we take control of the rates 
on the C. N. P., but we got control of 
the branches, too. Furthermore we 
got running powers over their line.

attention, in the hope that rour admitted 


our many wants. Some of these it is true 
do no come within the sphere of your de- ’ 
parement, but we beg to ask your good 
offices in bringing them to the attention of 
your colleagues. 


Among the many drawbacks which have 
thus far retarded our growth has been the 
holding by companiesand private speculators 
of large tract; of excellent land near the 
town at prices almost prohibitive of settile- 
ment. In this connection we beg to men- 
tion that the opening up for sale of the 
Indian reserve at Stony Plain, containing 
28,160 acres and providing farms for nearly 
200 settlers would be productive of enor- 
mous benefit to the whole district. The 
soil and location are of the best, and sucha 
magnificent tract of land is all but thrown 
away upon the small and ever shrinking 
band of Indians by whom it is now nomin- 
ally occupied. Rumor says that the In- 
dians themselves are willing and anxious to 
remove further west where more game is to 
be found, and in our opinion the opening 
and sale, to bona fide settlers only, of this 
reserve would greatly benefit the district, 
the Indians and the government. It seems 
certain that every acre of it would be 
quickly bought at good prices by settlers of 
the most desirable class. 


We would also express the hope that the 
energy and public spirit displayed this year 
oy our body, the citizens of this town, and 
the town council, in providing free of cost 
to the government a comfortable immi- 
gration hall for the better class of immi- 
grants throughout this season, and in offer 
ing the government a free site, may be re- 
warded by the providing of permanent 
accommodation for immigrants in the town 
of Edmonton, which in a few months wi'l 
be the northern terminus of the railway. 

fhe report that all detachments of the 
N. W. M. P. at outlying points are to be 
withdrawn, and the settlers forced to rely 
fer their protection upon civil constables 
appointed by local magistrates, has been 
received with consternation by all classes of 
the community except criminals, and we 
earnestly hope that it is but an unfounded 
rumor. It is the universal opinion here 
that j‘*G” division of the N. W. M. P. is 
very muck undermanned, and that not only 
should all existing detachments be main- 
tained for the present, but that a constable 
should be stationed at many other distant 
points. An alarming increase in crime will 
certainly follow the calling in of the present 
detachments. 

Early in the present yeara petition en- 
dereed by our board, the town council of 
Edmonton, all the liberal associations of the 
district, the Edmonton and Calgary law 
societies aad other bedies, was sent to the 
Minister of Justice asking forthe creation 
of a separate judicial district with a resident 
judge here, and the erection here of a court 
house and jaii. This latter, whether with 
or without the creation ofa new district, is 
a crying necessity, and we respectfully beg 
of you to use your influence in support of 
our petition. 

The trade and post office returns ef this 
town will show at a glance that many much 
smaller and less impo:tant places than 
Edmonton have been granted a government 
building for post office and custom house 
purposes. This is also a matter of great 
public importance, and as we ask in this 
respect no more than fair play in compari 
son with other places, we have no hesitation 
in asking your kind offices in obtaining for 
us the erection of such a building. 

A matter of paramount importance not 
only to this locality, but to the trade in- 
terests ef the Dominion as a whole, is the 
providing of a mail service for the great 
north whose trade all centres here. We 
learn with pleasure that a monthly mail to 
Peace River has been already provided for, 
and would urge that an eceasional mail as 
far as Fort Resolution on the great water 
highway to the north be also granted. 

The above are but some of the many needs 
of this rapidly growing district. Out of 
regard for brevity we have avoided going 
into details, but our beard will be only too 
glad at any time to furnish the fullest pos 
sible data, should you see fit to further our 
wishes. We would, in closing, again press 
upon your attention the importance above 
all else to this district of the opening of the 
Stony Plain Indian reserve and the speedy 
erection of a ceurt house and jail. 

With repeated expressions of the plea- 
sure which your visit gives us,

For a public building he could not be 
so sanguine, but would second Mr. 
Oliver’s efforts and do the best ne 
could. The matter of mail service 
could be readily arranged. 

The meeting was brought to a term- 
ination by a vote of thanks tendered 
the minister on motion of Messrs. Me- 
Cauley ani Villeneuve, and the meet- 
ing adjourned by the singing of the 
naticnal anthem.

WAR NEWS BY MAIL. 

Winnipeg papers of the 10th bring 
the war news up to Nov. 2nd, from 
Kimberley, from Ladysmith to the 
9th, and from Mafeking to the 3rd. 

The heavy fighting which took place 
around Ladysmith on the 2nd and 
3rd had not been resumed. Even-the 
bombardment was discontinued on the 
4th and 5th, showing that the 
Boers had been compelled to change 
their methods. It was expected to be 
resumed on the 6th, but apparently no 
heavy bombardment took place until 
the 10th, as mentioned in the tele- 
graphic despatch. It would also 
appear that as the result of the 
engagements of the 2nd and 3rd, the 
Boers gave up their previously appar- 
ent intent of pushing on to Pieter- 
maritzburg, the capital of Natal, as 
their principal force withdrew from 
Colenso, which they had occupied 
strongly, and there was no effort to 
push southward towards Estcourt on 
the Durban railway line south of 
Colenzo. 

A Boer force of 4,000 men which 
was said to be marching through Zulu- 
land to attack Pietermaritzburg would

of Kimberley, is not being pressed as 
was expected. 

Still another indication of Boer con- 
centration at Ladysmith is the fact 
that the invasion of northern Cape 
Colony at Colesburg and Stormburg 
seems to have been withdrawn. ‘This 
is very important as the invasion of 
Cape Colony was intended to promote 
a general rising of the Boer popula- 
tion, which so far has failed. A 
despatch from Queenstown on the 
railway through Stormberg and Burg- 
hers dorp says that on the 6th there 
was no sign of the enemy’s force at 
Stormberg. A despatch of the same 
date from “Burghers’ dorp, some 40 
miles south of Bethulie bridge over the 
Orange river where there was said to 
be a Boer army of 4,000 men, alss 
reports no sign of the enemy. Also 
that the Cape police had re-occupied 
Stormberg, Naawpoort, and Coles- 
burg, which had been evacuated at 
the approach of the Boers. The Beers, 
however, had blown up a railway 
bridge across the Orange river at 
Achtertang. 


The British are forming a military 
base at Queenstown, on the railway 
from Port Elizabeth to Bloemfontein, 
and another at §De Aar junction on 
the line from Cape Town to Kimber- 
ley, Mafeking and Buluwayo. 


While the invasion of Cape Colony 
seems to have weakened, the British 
appear to have pushed north of the 
Orange river from De Aar junction 
to Belmont on the way to Kimberley. 
Although the papers have not a word 
of any such British advance the news 
by telegraph tkat a battle had been 
foughs at Belmont, 100 miles north of 
De Aar, 20 miles north of tho Orange 
river and within 50 miles of Kimber- 
ley, is unquestionable evidence of an 
advance. It may be that this advance 
was the cause of retarding the in- 
vasion of Cape Colony, as much as the 
need of sending help to Ladysmith. 


While the seige of Mafeking has 
been slackened and the invasion of 
Rhodesia called off, Col. Plumer, with 
a force said to be several thousand 
strong, has advanced southward from 
Bulawayo, and at last accounts was at 
Ootsi on the Bulawayo railway line 
about 60 miles north of Mafeking. 

While the Boer withdrawal from 
attack on Rhodesia, Zululand and 
Cape Colony and the weakening of 
their attack on Mafeking can only 
meau that they are concentrating for 
a supreme effort at Ladysmith and 
possibly Kimberley, it does not appear 
from the British despatches that they 
have any fear of being unable to hold 
Ladysmith. The fact that General 
French, who so successfully command- 
ed the British forces at Elandslaagte 
and Latham’s farm, has left Lady- 
smith for the Cape to take command 
of the cavalry there and that Gen. 
Buller remaius at the Cape, would 
indicate full confidence on the part of 
the British. 

With reinforcements now arriving 
at Durban every day, and already 
3,500 men at Estcourt, 30 miles south 
of Ladysmith, unless the Boers can do 
better than they have yet done, they 
must either abandon the seige or stake 
the fate of the two republics ona 
single bavtle, which, to say the least, 
is not their best game in war.
